Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 5 recites a nut 
while the drawing and specification indicate the fastening means being a screw. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States, 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Panza 
(3,980912) and Brem (4,634,909). 

Regarding claim 1 , Panza shows a cooling device for an electric motor; 
comprising: 

- A carrier (22) constructed for attachment on a motor part (housing 12); 

- At least one cooling element (14), and 

- Fastening means (23) for securing the cooling element to the carrier (22 
through 12), said fastening means including a spacer element (24) having an 
attachment surface constructed for placement upon the motor part (12) and 
defined by a predefined vertical dimension normal to the attachment surface. 
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Regarding claim 1 , Brem also shows a cooling device for an electric motor; 
comprising: 

- A carrier (8) constructed for attachment on a motor part (6b); 

- At least one cooling element (2), and 

- Fastening means (13) for securing the cooling element (2) to the carrier (8), 
said fastening means including a spacer element (9) having an attachment 
surface constructed for placement upon the motor part (6b) and defined by a 
predefined vertical dimension normal to the attachment surface (12). 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Adames 
(5,939,808). 

Regarding claim 1 , Adames also shows a cooling device for an electric motor; 
comprising: 

- A carrier (416) constructed for attachment on a motor part (41 0); 

- At least one cooling element (21 0), and 

- Fastening means (424) for securing the cooling element (210) to the carrier 
(416), said fastening means including a spacer element having an attachment 
surface (432) constructed for placement upon the motor part (410) and 
defined by a predefined vertical dimension normal to the attachment surface. 

Regarding claims 2-12, it is noted that Adames also shows all of the limitations of 
the claimed invention.
